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A Crisis Confronts the Negro 

WITH 15,000 VOTES IN THEIR HANDS WILL NEGROES ALLOW THEM¬ 
SELVES TO BE IGNORED? 

In the municipal campaign, made necessary by the recall of the present 
administration, the Negroes face a crisis such as thiy have not faced 
before. Although the old political parties have formed new combina¬ 
tions, _ Stand-pat Republicans, Progressive Republicans and Demo- 
crats joining hands in order that certain interests may run the city 
government, and despite the fact that every non-Sociaiist vote in the 
city will be needed to carry out their schemes, not a Negro has been 
invited to their conferences. 

One day last week a call was issued for two hundred citizens to meet 
Friday at Mamoth Hall to arrange for indorsing municipal candidates. 

To that conference no Negroes were invited. That conference appointed 
a committee of twenty-five to name a ticket, but no Negro was made 
a member of the ticket-making twenty-five. This means that the 
Negroes, in spite of their number and loyalty, are to be absolutely 
ignored, as he has been by the Lissner-Stimson-Alexander bunch here- 
to-fore. Given no consideration in the selection of candidates, he is 
to have no consideration after said candidates are elected. Will the 
Negro voters, with 15,000 votes, quietly submit to such unmanly treat¬ 
ment.? The scheme of this new combine is, to ignore the Negro in 
making the ticket, and repeat the tactics of the last municipal cam¬ 
paign, by frightening the Negroes into supporting a ticket he had nothing 
to do with making, to keep the city from being captured by Socialism. 

This cry about Socialism will not again frighten the Negroes into, sup¬ 
porting for office a set of men who know them only when they want 
to use them to vote themselves into office. 

SHOULD PUT A TICKET IN THE FIELD 

What the Negro voters should do in this crisis is to get together through 
their leaders, as these white politicians have done, without regard to 
party or faction, and put a full ticket in the field; or, if too late to do 
that, advise the Negro voters to vote against the entire ticket put forth 
by the combination, or refrain from voting at all. If the Negro hopes 
. to secure fair play and manly consideration at the hands of the Repub¬ 
licans of this city and county, some such drastic measures will have 
to be adopted. With the white voters permanently split over the spoils 
of office into a half dozen factions, the fact that the Negroes, with 15,000 
votes, have no representation is a reflection upon their intelligence; 
and is the main reason that they are habitually ignored by the politi¬ 
cians of this city and state. No one will respect voters who make such 
poor use of their ballot. The ensuing camjDaign promises to be one 
of the bitterest and most hotly contested among the white voters in 
the history of the city; and the Negroes 7 15,000 votes properly handled 
will make and unmake many white aspirants for office. And the Negroes 
should see to it that the men who attempt to get his vote by raising 
a false alarm go down to defeat if his vote against him will bring about 
that result. 
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The Cry About Socialism 

In the last municipal campaign, although the Good Government 
administration had basely betrayed the Negroes, and had encourged 
the drawing of the color line everywhere in the public service, succeeded 
by raising the cry of, “Save, Oh, Save the City from Socialism!” and 
hoodwinked the greater portion of Negroes into support of their ticket. 
As soon as their ticket was elected, the Negroes received less considera¬ 
tion than ever before. This new Lissner, Stimson, Avery and Stand- 
pat combination proposes to repeat the tactics of the Alexander-Har- 
riman campaign. “You can fool all of the people some of the time, 
and some of the people all of the time; but you can’t fool all of the people 
all of the time.” 

Socialists Give Negroes Representation 

When the charter amentments were being framed the Socialists made 
one Negro, G. W. Whitley, a member of the Peoples’ Charter Confer¬ 
ence, which conference was made up of representatives from various 
parties. 

In the Charter Committee of one thousand, made up of Stand-pat 
Republicans, not a single Negro participated in making the amend¬ 
ments brought forward by that orginization. This fact was called 
to the attention of the Negro voters by The Liberator just prior to the late 
charter election, and they levied heavy tolls against the Stand-patters at 
the polls. In the late Alexander-Harriman campaign, the Socialists 
nominated a Negro, G. W. Whitley, for the City Council and gave him 
40,000 votes; his failure of election being due to the defeat of the 
entire Socialist ticket. 

During the same campaign a young colored man, a Republican, 
sought the nomination as a member of the School Board, and, although 
he and his friends were supporting the whole Good Government ticket, 
he failed of the nomination, receiving a little more than 2900 votes. 
While he received less than 50 per cent of the Negro vote at that time 
(the women not voting), it is safe to say that he did not receive twenty 
white votes in the whole city. The only white people in this city who 
vote for Negroes are Socialists. Thus far they are the only people 
who have shown a disposition to treat the Negro as a man. 

It is hardly necessary to state that neither the Liberator or its editor 
are Socialists. The foregoing are merely statements of facts as they 
have been developed. The Socialists seem to believe, with Wash¬ 
ington, Jefferson and Adams, that taxation without representaiton is 
tyranny. 

While the editor of this journal is not a Socialist, he reads the white 
man’s books and papers, feels and thinks as the white man does, and, 
like the white man, will, when necessary, support any party or men, 
if by so doing he can secure representation with taxation. He also 
believes with the white man that one’s rights are worth contending for, 
and that Liberty is worth fighting for—yea, dying for. In this par¬ 
ticular the editor of this journal is only among thousands of Negroes 

in this city who feel the same. If the Negro is to be continually, sys¬ 
tematically ignored, let the leaders get together, put a full ticket in the 
field, or vote solidly against the ticket made by the new combination, 
or refrain from voting at all. A trick like this will teach these fellows 
how to treat the colored voters. Men who are too good to vote for 
Negroes are not en titled to, and should never receive, a Negro vote.

With Whitley out of the way no 
Negro will be nominated. How¬ 
ever, if no Negro is nominated, the 
Negro voters will know what to do 
when they go into the booths.

SOUTHERN AFFICIALS OF LOW¬ 
EST TYPE 

Respector of Neither the Law of 
God Nor Man 

Thus Writes Harris Dickson, a 
Southerner in Monthly 
Magazine 


In an article entitled, “Temp¬ 
ering the Law,” Mr. Harris Dick¬ 
son, apparently a Southerner, writes 
as follows in the recent monthly 


magazine issued by The Globe 
Democrat: 

“The Negro seems to think that 
the law was devised for his oppres¬ 
sion. It looks that way to him, 
and he has excellent grounds for 
the belief. 

Throughout the South, especially 
in its cities, this sacred law, built 
up by patient centuries of sacrifice 
and heroism, is often left in the 
hands of the most degraded whites 
for its enforcement. The Negro 
absorbs his notion of the law from 
that officer with whom he comes 
most closely in contact. Too fre¬ 
quently that officer is the lowest 
type of thief catcher, himself a 
violater of every rule of morality 
and every idea of decency. He 
may live among Negroes and with 
Negro women; he may eat, drink 
and sleep in a Negro house. His 
mode of life may merit, win and 
wear the Negro's unutterable con¬ 
tempt. The Negro knows full well 
that this man arrests him not from 
any high minded motive of en¬ 
forcing the law, but solely for the 
purpose of wringing from him a 
few dollars in the way of costs.” 
— Harris Dickson in Monthly Mag¬ 
azine. 


PASSED AS A NEGRO FOR SIX 
LONG YEARS 


White Man Thus Dodges Police 
Living as a Negro at Tren¬ 
ton, Tenn. 


In order to hide his identity and 
escape the rigors of a parole given 
him from a prison at Kansas City, 
C. H. Holt, a man of many aliases, 
passed himself as a colored man 
for years before he was discovered 
to be white. 

Six years ago in Kansas City 
he was given a sentence of four 
years on an assault to murder 
charge. He served six months of 
his time and was paroled. He 
immediately violated his parole 
by leaving the state and dropped 
from sight. He went to Trenton, 
Tenn., where the police say he 
married a colored woman and 
posed as one of the leading colored 
inhabitants of the town. 


Recently he went to Memphis, 
and on a Sunday night, early in 
February, held J. C. Covington, 
a colored man, for $200 cash and 
his suitcase. He was arrested and 
readily identified by his victim. 
The police say Holt admitted he 
passed himself as a colored man.

CATHOLIC PRELATE DENOUN¬ 
CES PREJUDICE 


Archbishop Ireland in a Recent 
Address Declared that Pre¬ 
judice Results from 
Ignorance 


“Color is a mere incident. Chil¬ 
dren of God have as much reason 
to be pleased with one color as 
another, and to think in this case 
that we are better only shows 
our silliness and our ignorance. 
Against this ridiculous prejudice 
Catholics are banded to protest 
more strongly and continuously. 
When that prejudice enters into 
one's mind, there is no true Catholi¬ 
city, and I am anxious that the 
white Catholicity will agree with 
me in this matter. 

“This is the only country in 
which there should be no prejudice, 
because it is the country for the 
equality of men, the prime doctrine 
of the constitution, but one class 
did not live up to it and made one 
class servants to it. Fortunately 
this did not last and all were put 
on the same level. Yet many 
whites remain non-Americans, but 
wherever the Catholic church has 
sway this prejudice has been wiped 
away.” 


Remember that the white man, 
in order to protect himself has 
made the ballot absolutely secret, 
so keep your mouth shut and go 
into the booth and vote as 
you please.

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MR. JEROME R. COLLINS 
MAKES GOOD IN IM¬ 
PERIAL 


And a certain man was there, 
which had an infirmity thirty and 
eight years.

Mr. Jerome R. Collins, for a 
number of years a resident of this 
city, and who removed from here 
about two years ago to Dixie¬ 
land, Imperial county, is making 
good as a cotton farmer. He went 
to Imperial without capital and 
engaged in cotton picking at Dixie¬ 
land. Mr. Collins made his first 
crop on shares. In the mean¬ 
time he purchased 120 acres of 
land, 30 acres of which he planted 
to cotton. With the proceeds of 
the first crop he made his first 
payment. 

This year he isplanting 190 acres to 
cotton, 30 acres of his own and 
160 acres for a man in San Diego. 
Besides his 120 acres of land, he 
owns five two-horse teams, and 
farming implements sufficient to 
care for his land. Mr. Collins is 
modest and says that what he has 
accomplished as a farmer in Im¬ 
perial Valley any man, who is 
willing to work can do the same. 
The fact that Mr. Collins made 
two bales of cotton to the acre on 
some of his land gives an idea of 
its fertility. 

Another thing worthy of note 
in this connection is that Mr. 
Collins is a well-educated man, 
and his mental training has con¬ 
tributed very largely to his success. 
He came to this city from Texas, 
eight or ten years ago, where he 
had been engaged as a teacher for 
many years, holding a first-class 
certificate. 

Always Willing to Work 

On reaching this city he found 
work of the heaviest kind in a 
lumber yard, but his intelligence 
was soon appreciated and, although 
he was the only colored man in 
the yard, he was promoted to the 
position of foreman, which posi¬ 
tion he held until he resigned to 
go to Imperial Valley. He owns 
two valuable houses and lots in 
this city. 

Strange as it may seem, the 
intelligence that secured Mr. Col¬ 
lins’ promotion among the white 
people only secured his demotion 


among the members of his own 
race. In Texas he was prominent 
in certain secret societies. After 
buying a home and settling down 
in this city he removed his member¬ 
ship from the Texas secret societies 
and joined the similar ones here. 
But his intelligence proved a hin- 
derance rather than a help. As a 
result, in spite of his honesty and 
intelligence, he was snubbed at 
every opportunity and systemati¬ 
cally demoted. What was pain¬ 
fully true in the case of Mr. Collins 
is equally true of other men of his 
class in the city. 

Mr. Collins is a public speaker 
with few superiors among his race 
in the state. He enjoys the ut¬ 
most confidence of his white neigh¬ 
bors in the Valley, and the colored 
people look to him for guidance. 


When, on the 23rd of March, the 
boss of the Forum, better known 
for its acts as the “Fool’s Para¬ 
dise,” stood up and declared that 
Negroes had no need of representa¬ 
tion, and contemptously asked, 
“What could a Negro representa¬ 
tive do?” Not a single protest was 
offered by the Negro men present. 
Even the Negro lawyer, who was 
meekly taking orders, dared not 
rise and protest against such an 
outrage against the race. That 
question was a direct insult to the 
said Negro lawyer, for if Negroes 
need no representation in the law¬ 
making bodies of the communities 
in which they live, then they need 
no Negro lawyers to represent them 
at the bar, no negro physician to 
attend their sick, and no Negro 
business men to look after their 
financial wants. 

The Negroes’ great battle to¬ 
day is for representation. It is 
his only protection in a republic.
